Divided Decisions On 
Upland City Council 


Sometimes Upland city councilmen do not agree unani- 
mously on issues and questions of policy. _ The result is a 
“divided” vote of 3 to 2 or 4 tol. : 

While unanimous vote is the rule among its five men, it is 
just natural matters will arise on which there is a different 
conclusion. We believe an octasional divided vote indicates 
a healthy situation. If nothing else it indicates the councilmen 
arrive at their own conclusions individually or without any 
collusion. 

The most recent case of a divided vote came last Thurs- 
day on the question of permitting the subdivision on West 
Thirteenth street. The councilmen had been following the 
discussion on this proposal for weeks and each had arrived 
at this decision only after personal study of the problem. 

In the community there is also a “divided” opinion. 

It so happens that when a division occurs among the 
councilmen on voting matters, the division ends there and is 
not continued into subsequent problems. 

Wide interest was shown by the citizens in this matter... 
and that is also a healthy situation. Usually, residents are 
apathetic on most civic questions until the problem gets pret- 
ty close to them. This problem concerned not only residents 
north of Foothill boulevard, but also everyone in the com- 
munity. s 

The answer, at least temporarily, has been given. It 
would be very fine if every city council problem got as much 
public attention as the one on the subdivision. 


S. A. Company Offers Solution 
For Owners of “Dry” Lots 


To a certain extent the San Antonio Water company’s 
policy of selling water to anyone, solves a problem that has 
existed here for years. 

On San Antonio Heights and other residential areas out- 
side the Upland city limits, some people have faced the prob- 
lem of owning property but could not get water. A group of 
residents adjacent to the San Antonio park is considering 
the possibility of taking advantage of the company’s policy. 
_— action will be followed with interest by owners of “dry” 
ots. 

One of the main problems, of céyrse, is the cost of getting 
the water. The S. A. company requires each new consumer 
to purchase a fraction of a share of stock and to pay for ex- 
tension of the water line. 

The fact remains that water is expensive—and now it is 
available to everyone. 

The San Antonio company stockholders changed their 
by-iaws in 1951 to permit sale of water to anyone and this 
change makes it possible for owners of the “dry” lots to solve 
their water problem. 

We hope leaders in the movement among property own- 


ers are successful in uniting enough interest to make possible 
the proposed extension.
